The second episode relates to the call which was made to the Bureau 
offices the day before the slaying of Lee Harvey Oswald in Dallas. 
According to source, information was conveyed that Oswald would be 
shot. SA Shanklin sought to contact Folice Chief Curry, whose phone 
was off the hook during the evening. Information concerning the 
threatening call was conveyed to Dallas PD, who advised that all 
precautions in transfer from Dallas Jail to County Jail had been taken, 
including use of armored car. The following day, the armored car 
was unable to get into basement of Dallas PD because of size of vehicle. 
The rest is well known.
